Remarks

The diamide compound (Component (B)) described in claims 1 and 2 is 
well known as a component of hair cosmetics (Documents 1-3). On the 
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other hand, it is well known to incorporate a higher alcohol, a fatty acid 
(Component (A)) and a surfactant (Component (O) into hair cosmetics. 
Thus, it is not recognized that a remarkable creativity is required for those 
skilled in the art to combine these components to obtain a hair cosmetic.
